JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 21— 
Lt. Gov. Edward V. Long was 
chosen today as the Democratic 


candidate for United States Sen- | 


ator at a special election Nov. 
8, following withdtawal of Gov. 
James T. Blair in an unexpected 
move late last night. 

The election is to choose a 
successor to the late Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr., who 
died last week. 

Long was elected at an open 
meeting of the Democratic State 
Committee in the Senate Cham- 
ber of the State Capitol. The 
only other candidate was United 
States Representative Charles H. 
Brown of Springfield. 

The voting was by secret bal- 
fot—30 for Long and 14 for 
Brown. > 

Nominated by Dwyer. 

Long’s name was placed in 

‘ nomination by City Treasurer 
John J. Dwyer of St. Louis, and 
Brown was nominated by W. 
Ray Daniel of Springfield. 

When the result was an- 
nounced, Long appeared and 
made a brief acceptance speéch, 
saying he felt deeply honored. 
He pledged that he would make 
@ vigorous campaign, and if 
elected would carry on the tra- 
ditions of Senator Hennings. 

Long, who has been a candi- 
date for re-election as lieutenant 
governor, tendered his resignha- 
tion to Secretary of State Robert 
W. Crawford. The committee 
then chose Hilary A. Bush, a 
Kansas City attorney, by accla- 
mation for that place on the 
state ticket. 

Withdrawal Is Surprise. 

The Governor’s withdrawal 
was a surprise, although it had 
been clear that he was having 
difficulty in his effort to line 
up the necessary 23 votes in the 


nation for himself. 

He called reporters to his 
home at 11 p.m. and handed 
them a statement in which he 
said he was stepping aside in 
the interest of party harmony. 

The contest had become “‘in- 
creasingly bitter,” he observed, 
saying it was causing ‘‘much 
strife and dissension in the 
Democratic ranks.” 

Democratic politicians from all 
parts of Missouri were busy 
throughout the day yesterday at 
the Governor Hotel here, just 
across the street from the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion, and one caucus 
or conference followed another 
into the early hours today. 

The Democratic candidate for 
Governor, Atorney General John 
M. Dalton, was present. 

Withdrawal of Blair, nomina- 
tion of Long, and replacement of 
Long on the ballot as a candi- 
date for lieutenant governor by 
someone from western Missouri 
was agreed on during the con- 
ferences. 

Brown Still in Race. 

Blair’s withdrawal from the 
senatorial contest left the other 
previously leading contender, 
Representative Charles H. 
Brown of Springfield, still fight- 
ing for the nomination.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fila., 
Sept. 21 (AP)—The Air Force’s 
new Blue Scout space rocket 
was fired today in an effort to 
hurl a radiation-study package 
16,600 miles into space. The test, 
intending to lead to a means 
of detecting nuclear explosions 
high above the earth, was 
marred by loss of signals from 
the rocket. 

The 40-foot four-stage rocket 
contained a 32.8 pound assembly 
of instruments. 

This was the first flight for 
the Blue Scout, which the Air 
Force hopes to develop as an 
all-purpose vehicle for launch- 
ing scientific probes and satel- 
lites to gain military data. 

Radio contact with the rocket 
was lost eight seconds after the 
fourth-stage burnout. 

A system to detect an enemy 
test of a nuclear bomb high 
above the atmosphere could be 
established by launching instru- 
mented rockets at regular inter- 
vals that could indicate a nuclear 
explosion.

RIOTS OVER UN. 
MEETING GO 
ON IN NEW YORK 


Eggs, Firecrackers 
Thrown at Police — 
Three Demonstrators 
Hurt, Four Jailed. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21 (AP)— 
Club-swinging police and riotous 
demonstrators battled into the 
night following yesterday’s open- 
ing session of the United Nations 
General Assembly. 


The brawls swirled around 
midtown streets as police aided 
by mounted patrolmen moved 
swiftly to curb the disorders. 
Eggs and lighted firecrackers 
were thrown at police, who 
pushed and shoved and fought 
back with clubs. 


Three demonstrators were in- 
jured and four arrested. The city 
estimates it will spend $1,500,000 
a week to provide police pro- 
tection for the Communist dele- 
gates. The federal government 
was asked by the city council 
to help foot the bill. 


Guarded by 8000. 


The large assembly of Com- 
munist bloc leaders attending 
the U.N. — and Fidel Castro’s 
Cuban entourage — gave police 
their largest security headache 
in history. About 8000 police have 
been assigned to protect them. 


Helping make matters more 
trying for the police was the 
large number of foreign-born 
residents in this city, many of 
whom came from East European 
countries now under Communist 
rule. They were a ready source 
of supply for anti-Communist 
demonstrations. 


The worst of the street brawls 
erupted near the U.N. headquar- 
ters and the Soviet headquarters 
for its U.N. mission. 

In one three-hour melee near 
the U.N., mounted policemen 
charged about 50 Ukranian and 
Hungarian pickets.

Khrushchev stayed away from 
the afternoon session following 
reported plots against his life.

At its opening session yester- 
day, the assembly elected 
Frederick H. Boland of Ireland

—and admitted 14 new nations 
to membership.

VIENTIANE, Sept. 21 (AP)— 
Gen. Ovane Rathikone, com- 
mander of the royal Laotian 
army, announced today the first 
clash in the 11-day-old civil con- 
flict between neutralist Premier 
Souvanna. Phouma and former 
Defense Minister Gen. Phoumi 
Nosavan. 


He said three of Phoumi’s 
soldiers were killed and an un- 
determined number wounded in 
e fight yesterday near Paksane, 
100 miles northeast of Vientiane. 
Three of his soldiers were 
wounded, Gen. Rathikone said. 


The Premier said planes from 
neighboring Thailand were seen 
landing mortars and ammunition 
to the rebel forces yesterday. 
Two companies of Phoumi’s 
soldiers reached Paksane, he de- 
clared, by passing through Thai- 
land. He added that the attack, 
and Thailand’s alleged role in it, 
had been reported to United 
Nations representatives in Vien- 
tiane. 


He said an additional 300 
Phoumi_ soldiers have been 
sighted on Thai territory just 
across the muddy Mekong river 
from Vientiane. 


King Savang Vathana, who 
has been trying to bring the 
rival factions together, sum- 
moned all military commanders 
to meet at the royal capital of 
Luang Prabang to discuss the 
situation,

Mrs. Louise Morgan, Demo- 
'eratic precinct clerk in the 
| April, 1959 school election, was 
not. watched by an_ election 
judge as she made a tally of 
the votes, two election judges 
testified yesterday. 


Mrs. Morgan, 3520 Wyoming 
street, is one of four election 
officials from the Twenty-sixth 
Ward, Ninth Precinct, who are 
charged with willful neglect of 
duty in the election. She is on 
trial in the court of Judge Louis 
Comerford in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction. 

Charges against Mrs. Morgan 
grew out of a discrepancy found 
between the official tally sheets 
from the precinct and a subse- 
quent recount of votes de- 
manded by Dr. Robert Rainey, 
who successfully sought a place 
on the School Board. 


Harry Leitz, chief clerk for 
the Board of Election Com- 
missioners, testified that Mrs. 
Morgan’s tally sheet showed Dr. 
| Rainey received 16 votes in 
the precinct, while Mrs.. Louis 
_ Buckowitz, another School Board 
| candidate, received 83. 


| Results of Recount. 


| A recount of ballots, ordered 

| by the court after Dr. Rainey 
contested the election, showed 
Mrs, Buckowitz actually re- 
ceived 18 votes, while Dr. Rain- 
ey got 23, Leitz testified. 

Mrs. Mary Steelman, 5575 Lin- 
dell boulevard, a Republican 
judge at the precinct, testified 
that she called out the votes to 
Mrs. Morgan, who marked them 
on a home-made tally card and 
subsequently transferred them 
to an official tally sheet.

There is not 
much doubt that the second proposal also will 
be submitted, although it will take about 10 
days before the Board completes verifying 
signatures on that petition. 

The first proposal would combine the pres- 
ent independent offices of Assessor and Col- 
lector and the tax functions of the County 
Clerk into a single new Department of Reve- 
nue, headed by a director appointed by the 
Supervisor. This would be a giant forward 
step toward unifying the county government 
and giving the Supervisor something to 
suvervise. 

One of the biggest deficiencies of the court- 
house as it is presently organized. and run is 
that virtually every administrative straw-boss 
is an elected official, an independent political 
prince over whom the Supervisor has no real 
control. Their employes are hired strictly on 
a patronage basis, and they operate their of- 
fices as devices to maintain themselves and 
their cronies on the public payroll. 

Public service has a much lower priority 
than patronage in these establishments, as 
Mr. Devereaux so forcefully demonstrated 
when, after his election, he fired all the Re- 
publicans who had competently collected taxes 
for years and replaced them with green and 
incompetent Democrats. Under these circum- 
stances the county has great difficulty pro- 
viding service and leadership to the munici- 
palities, especially those that properly de- 
mand full value for every tax dollar spent. 

The citizens’ second proposal would place 
all employes in the proposed new Revenue 
Department under a merit system. No doubt 


this will be regarded as a dangerous curse 


by those township politicians of both parties 
who see jobs as the be-all and end-all of 
county government. But to reorganize the 
administrative machinery without making 
sure that those who run it are to be hired on 
merit is doing only half the job, and the least 
important half at that. 

The politicians of both parties have had 
their opportunities to correct the deficiencies 
revealed by Devereaux’s tax mess, and they 
have failed miserably. The people at the 
polls in August crushed the Democrats’ spuri- 
ous scheme to combine the Assessor’s and 
Collector’s offices under an elected official 
with the right to hire under the patronage 
principle. The Republican effort to recall 
Devereaux failed to get off the ground. | 

Now it is the citizens’ turn. They are offer- 
ing the people a chance to put through a real 
reform, to rid themselves of Devereaux and 
the conditions that created him and perhaps 
even to create a model for necessary change 
in other areas of the patronage-ridden court- 
house. We hope the people make the most 
of it by approving the citizens’ two Charter 
proposals in November. 


Spread of Prepaid Dentistry 

The inexorability with which prepayment 
is spreading as a basic principle of health 
care is being demonstrated in New Jersey, 
which has become the twentieth state to per- 
mit establishment of a dental prepayment 
plan similar to Blue Cross. Principal advo- 
cate of the plan is the New Jersey Dental So- 
ciety, which has been alarmed by the spread 
of dental prepayment plans in unions and 
other groups with their own special dentists. 

Those physicians who oppose adequate pre- 
payment of medical care for the elderly, or 
improvement of medical and hospital plans 
for the general population, would do them- 
selves a favor by observing the pressure of 
public demand that propels these movements. 
As the New Jersey Dental Society has sensibly 
surmised, it seems no longer a question 
whether prepayment is coming. The question 
is whether it will come because of the health 
professions, or in spite of them, 


Gaiety and Excitement 

Eager to clear away its worst slums—and 
all their misery and ugliness—St. Louis nat- 
urally put much emphasis on the utility of its 
redevelopment plans. Then becoming aware 
of the rapid approach of its bicentenary in 
1964, emphasis also was put on the pace of 
rebuilding. With these pressures came the 
risk of neglecting beauty—just as important 
as usefulness and hurry. It would be unfor- 
tunate if blight were replaced by barracks. 

The planning of major projects, however, 
came into the hands of anti-barracks men, 
notably Eero Saarinen, architect of the river- 
front arch, and James H. Scheuer who will 
build 1700 of the 2100 dwellings planned for 
the Mill Creek Valley where, incidentally, 
work is scheduled to get under way in about 
a month. 

Scheuer is a many-sided man, fully aware 
that housing should satisfy all human needs, 
including “gaiety and visual excitement.” He 
is calling his development University Heights 
Villages. The “Villages”—especially its plur- 
al “s”—-is important. It is evidence that his 
buildings, high and low, will be created indi- 
vidually, not as parts of an abstract and sterile 
plan. They are to have “an air of casualness 
and a feeling of space, combining suburban 
atmosphere with the advantages of living in 
town.” Indeed, they will go beyond that. What 


suburb has his “street furniture”’—good statu- 


ary, fountains, clocks, sitting areas, play- 
grounds, sheltered bus stops and the like, all 
designed for enjoyment as well as function? 

Those who have seen Scheuer projects in 
Washington D.C., in the San Francisco area 
and elsewhere must hope that the St. Louis 
Redevelopment Corporation, the local group 
which intends to start two 12-story apartments 
on Laclede just east of Grand at the same 
time that he begins construction north of 
Laclede, will be equally imaginative. That 
goes, too, for the St. Louis University campus 
extension and for the Kosciusko commercial- 
industrial redevelopment on the South Side. 
The first land purchase contract in that area 
already has been signed with the Monsanto 
Chemical Co. for a block to be used as a park- 
ing lot for the proposed South Broadway 


Shopping Center, one of the features of this 
71-block project. 

In spite of federal red tape—which should 
be cut by the next Congress while it also 
considers ways in which the Government can 
cut the cost of urban redevelopment—pros- 
pects are good that by 1964 St. Louis will 
have a new aspect full of gaiety and excite- 
ment. 


Good Omen in Karachi 

If the signing of the Indus river agreement 
in Karachi by Indian Prime Minister Nehru 
and Pakistani President Mohammed Ayub 
Khan meant no more than the settlement of 
the 13-year dispute over the river water and 
the green: light for a billion-dollar develop- 
ment, it would be cheering in these disputa- 
tatious days with their scarcity of construc- 
tive news. 

Yet recalling the bloodshed which accom- 
panied the separation of India and Pakistan 


and the stain of hostility which it left on both | 


countries, it may be even more enco ng 
news that Nehru went to Karachi at all an 
that the two men were cheered by throngs 
as they drove through its streets. And there 
is the further good news that Nehru is re 
maining in Pakistan to discuss other differ- 
ences between the two countries as well as 
the possibility of facilitating trade and travel 
between them. 

For whatever comes of this, much credit 
will have to go to the World Bank, the United 
States, Britain, West Germany, Canada and 
Australia for pushing the agreement and 
financing the Indus river project. Pakistan 
three times—in 1948, 1952 and 1958—threat- 
ened war against India over the river. Now 
the world has’ been given yet another demon- 
stration of the importance of patience and 
negotiation, not to mention the good offices 
of outsiders, in furthering peace and co-op- 
eration. Since few international disputes have 
been more bitter or more deeply rooted, there 
must be hope for similarly happy solutions 
elsewhere—even in the face of the blackest 
headlines. 


Moving Day for Castro 

Cuban Premier Castro’s well-publicized 
move from the Hotel Shelburne in New York 
City to the Hotel Theresa, a Harlem hostelry 
favored by campaigning politicians, has the 
earmarks of a propaganda stunt. It might 
have seemed at first glance to be a childish 
play for attention; after all, with so many 
controversial world figures in town for the 
United Nations meeting, even the bearded 
(but disarmed) Castro could count on having 
trouble getting headlines. 

But Soviet Premier Khrushchev’s visit to 
Castro at the Theresa puts the matter in a 
different light. The Theresa is in the heart 
of the city’s Negro district, and how convent- 
ent a piece of propaganda it is for Khrushchev 
to proclaim that his good friend Castro was 
shoved out of the Shelburne and welcomed 
in the Negro district, where Khrushchev was 
overjoyed to confer with him! 

One of Khrushchev’s major purposes in at- 
tending the U.N. session is to woo the African 
bloc, particularly the 13 new African states 
admitted to membership. Khrushchev is not 


going to be hurt by the Castro-Theresa affair; 


indeed, some of his Communist followers may 
have planned the whole thing. 

It can be expected that the Communist ver- 
sion will omit the fact that the Cuban party 
was paying $400 a day at the: Shelburne and 
is being charged $700 a day at the Theresa. 
Castro’s complaint of excess charges at the 
Shelburne does not stand up. The Cubans 
seem to have had difficulty convincing the 
Shelburne management they were able to pay 
for their accommodations; at any rate, they 
paid for only one day in advance at the 
Theresa. 

Now that Castro and Khrushchev have em- 
braced at the Theresa, however, it may be 
assumed that if the Cubans have trouble with 
the hotel bill Castro can tap his good friend 
for a loan. 


Too Fast for Travel 

There is a lot to be said for the International 
Civil Aviation Organization’s warning against 
any undue haste to acquire a supersonic air- 
liner capable of 2500 miles or so an hour. 

The ICAO fears development costs so huge 
that it would be impossible to recoup. Aside 
from the economic aspect, why all this mania 
for speed anyway? Right now you can fly 
to Buenos Aires, Tokyo, Rome or almost any 
other pleasure spot before sunset if you don’t 
let the sun catch you in bed. Times have 
changed considerably since Thomas Fuller, 
the English divine and historian, wrote: “Nev- 
er any weary traveler complained that he 
came too soon to his journey’s end.” Now you 
get to journey’s end before you have time to 
rest up for your arrival. 

This spurt through the skies gets you some- 
where fast but it is not travel in the accepted 
sense of the word. If it had been possible for 
Lewis and Clark to go by jet from St. Louis 
to Oregon what would have been the sub- 
stance of those famous journals? Probably 
just entries concerning speed and what was 
served for lunch. 

Yes, let’s wait a while with that supersonic 
airliner. Otherwise the only true traveler 
is going to be the chap who strolls down to 
the corner hardware store or takes a walk in 
the woods. 


Missile Gap to Base Gap 

The old charge that the layers of bureaucra- 
cy in the Pentagon stifle activity seems to be 
borne out in the present imbroglio over the 
delay in construction of the nation’s intercon- 
tinental missile bases. As far back as last 
October, according to press reports, the sad 
state of the base program was being reported 
to the Pentagon but high level officials did 
nothing. ; 

It was not until last June 13, when Gen, 
Curtis LeMay, vice chief of the Air Force, 
told reporters there was a six-month delay, 
that there was any action. Secretary of De- 
fense Gates now says that if everyone co-oper- 
ates there is a “fighting chance of getting 


back on schedule by 1961.” Yet the field . 


inspectors, the men who first spotted trouble, 
see no such possibility. That means there will 
be very few missiles sitting up on pads and 
none buried in hard bases until mid-1961, © 
The dismal story of the confusion that de- 
layed development and construction of the 
big missiles in the late 1950s is being repeat- 
ed on the bases. The bases take 18 to 24 
months to build and four to six months for 
electronic installation and testing if all goes 
well. With all not going well, the missile 
is giving way to the base gap. That is unfor- 
giveable at a time when our defenses should 
be at their best.

A friend sent us this editorial from 
a California newspaper. 

“A reader of this newspaper has 
asked an interesting hypothetical ques- 
tion which concerns our planning com- 
mission: There is a surplus of apart- 
ment dwellings in this city at this 
time, the reader contends. 

“The city planning commission is 
the body which recommends whether 
or not property should be zoned for 
apartment construction. 

“Several members of the city plan- 
ning commission happen to be owners 
of apartment units. 

“ ‘Suppose I wanted a piece of prop- 
erty zoned so that I could build a new 
apartment on it,’ asks the reader. 
‘Could I get a fair hearing under the 
circumstances ?’’ 

Another friend from the other side 
of the country writes to us: ‘Our chief 
trouble is that the planning commission 
is very largely composed of, and cer- 
tainly dominated by, realtors, develop- 
ers, and large property owners. 

“To them, land is a commodity, the 


owner of which is entitled to squeeze 
out the last possible dollar: » They 


hardly realize that:land isa national 


resource, and * that every parcel is 
vested with a public interest.” 


These are borderline cases—at least 
there seems to be nothing illegal. 

It is said (and demonstrated) that in 
one section of the Country there is an 
unwritten rule: -all:-vacant or poten- 
tially developable. land is to be zoned 
at least One degree more restricted 
than its appropriate development. 

Thus, a good apartment site is re- 
stricted to single-family houses, a 
good commercial site is zoned for 
apartments. 


By this device, an owner is forced 
to come in for a change of Zone if he 
wishes to develop his land appropriate- 
ly. The grant of that change becomes 
the grant of a political favor, to be re- 
paid by the owner in some manner. 

One plan commission chairman de- 
manded that the staff make a scrupu- 
lous examination of subdivision plats, 
spotting the most: minute variations 
from the rules on grades, degrees of 


curvature, irregular-sHaped lots, and — 


so ON. 


The order seemed not amiss, until 
the planning director awoke to the 
use being made of the reports. Vari- 
ances for fly-speck changes. would be 
granted as political favors in some 
cases, while in other cases the letter 
of the law was invoked against politi- 
cally unacceptable developers. 

In one city where zoning variances 
are granted by the city council, you 
may have to hire a mephew or some 
other relative of your ward councilman 
to “expedite” consideration of your 
variance. Otherwise it never appears 
on the docket. , 


In one notorious case a grand jury 
found that over a period of years no 
property had been rezoned unless it 
was owned by the mayor at the time 
of rezoning. 

If you wanted a zoning change, the 


mayor would buy your property, get 
the necessary rezoning, and sell it back 
to you—at a slight profit, of course, 
because of its enhanced value. 

There is definitely an increase of 
this sort of thing. The cause is not 
hard to identify. It is the profit to 
be made in urban land. The supply 
is short; but the demand created by 
prosperity, technology, mobility, and 
fertility is Tong. |

FRENCH ARIAS, FOLK 
SONGS AT MUSEUM 


Program Presented by 
Grand Opera Guild Or- 
chestra and Soloists.

An overflow audience at the 
auditorium of City Art Museum 
heard Dorothy Ziegler conduct 
the St. Louis Grand Opera Guild 
Orchestra and an impressive pa- 
rade of soloists in a program of 
French operatic arias and folk

Whatever else may be said for 
it, French opera does not, as a 
genre, represent the summit of 


the medium; and, of the nine 


excerpts heard last night (in- 
cluding the Overture to Masse- 
net’s ‘‘Phedre,’’ with which Miss 
Ziegler opened the program), 
only the Prologue and opening 
scene of Poulenc’s “Les 
Mamelies de Tiresias” had any 
genuine interest. 


The others, an assortment 
plucked from the files of Gretry, 
Thomas, Lalo, Massenet, Saint- 
Saens, Charpentier and Debussy 
were uniformly pretty sentimen- 
tal, and commonplace. They did, 
however, allow for some pleasant 
singing, and French orchestra- 
tion has always been above re- 
proach, 


Accordingly, the evening must 
rated a vocally and instru- 
mentally satisfactory one, al- 
though the rapid turnover among 
soloists prevented most of them 
from warming to their tasks and 
projecting much in the way of 
dramatic consequence. 
Exceptions to this trend were 
the sopranos, Jeannette Willy, 
whose eloquence very nearly 
convinced me that “Il est doux”’ 
from Massenet’s ‘Herodiade”’ 
was really not rubbishy treacle 
and Gay Arnoldi, a woman of 
remarkably pure vocal quality, 
and remarkably precise intona- 
tion, who, as the central figure 
in the Poulenc opera, sang with 
unflagging verve and presence. 
She has not, as yet, fully mas- 
tered the art of characteriza- 
tion — her’ personality, last 
night, did not seem to coincide 
altogether with the wit which 
floods Poulenc’s score — but 
when she does master it, we 
should hear much from her. 
The other operatic soloists in- 
cluded Antoinette Petri, Lila 
Damon, Carolee Coombs, Vir- 
ginia Settle, Shirley Lieber, Ed- 
win Bolton, Richard Evans and 
William Dees. Betty Tremain, 
Alice Clark, Grace Svezia and

HENNINGS PAPERS 
WILL BE SENT 
TO MISSOURI U.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12—The 
official papers of the late Sena- 
tor Thomas C. Hennings Jr. are 
being prepared for transfer from 
Washington to the University of 
Missouri as reference material 
for historians and scholars. Sen- 
ator Hennings died Sept. 13 after 
serving more than 12 years in 
the Senate. 

The papers include all of the 
Senator’s legislative and case 
work correspondence with con- 
stituents, the executive branch 
and government agencies, and 
drafts of all his a and Sen- 
ate speeches.

at the right end position in the 
season opener Friday night at 
Los Angeles.

MIAMI, Fia., Sept. 21. 


“WHAT’S IT LIKE to go 
through a hurricane?” 

The newcomers always -ask 
that. Hordes just found out, in 
this booming state and up the 
coast. You talk to the new- 
comers and to the old-timers, 
as the staggering clean-up lob 
starts in the wake of a mad- 
dened Donna, and you know 
one thing. 

Now that they know they will 
never forget. 

A hurricane is screaming 
wind, and orange lantern light 
on the faces of frightened chil- 
dren. It can be a too-gay “‘hur- 
ricane party’”’ in a fashionable 
hotel as windows pop out in the 
upper floors. 

It can be merciless terror and 
heartbreak. A prominent Keys 
developer named Park Alan 
Grundy was happy in his seaside 
home on Matecumbe Key with 
his wife. The force struck, a 
huge wave took her away. He 
was a member of the 1942 Olym- 
pics team, swam through. rag- 
ing surf seeking her. She has 
never been found, and all he 
could say is, ‘‘my wife is gone.” 

A hurricane is the ruined look, 
the crumpled face of a citrus 
grower with his dreams—weeks, 
even days from  fulfillment— 
useless on the ground. It is the 
courage of the old commercial 
fisherman looking at the wreck 
of his house, which had been 
blown down other times. 

“Damn if this ain’t getting 
right tiresome,’”’ he says, and 
leans over to pull out a useable 
two-by-four to start over. 


There is wry humor in the 
threatened path of a hurricane 
—the dowager in the super- 
market having her expensive 
station wagon piled high with, 
not caviar, but pork and 
beans; the look of pioneers in 
her eye. There is humor after 
the hurricane is gone: The 
rain- coated, bearded beatnik 
solemnly spearing a red snap- 
per in the flooded Miami 
Beach streets outside the 
swank Fontainebleau hotel. 


A hurricane encompasses the 
range of human emotion and 
that is why there is never a 
satisfactory answer to the ques- 
tion, “‘What’s it like?” 

Residents of the island where 
I live, Key Biscayne, got word 
to evacuate; most of us did. Key 
Bisca is across Biscayne Bay 
from iami, with one long 
causeway as the only connecting 
strand. 

It is a relatively new develop- 
ment, previously untested by 
hurricane. Old high water marks 
are higher than the new roof- 
tops. It is not a thing to argue 
with. Although argue some did. 

A leathery old man named 
Cap’n Sheldon lives in a frame 
house in the old coconut grove 
on Key Biscayne and has for 
many years. He was one who 
stayed. 

“Young feller,” he said to,the 
harried young police officer 
trying to get him to leave, 
“there’s not any wind or water 
going to make me leave home 
and neither are you.” 

He stayed. And Key Biscayne 
was still there when we got 
back; soggy and tattered and 
torn, but still there. Cap’n Shel- 
don was sipping a warm beer 
and watching the evacuees slosh

back home. . . 

Water is the hurricane’s dan- 
ger. Wind is the tornado’s. You 
can find shelter from hurricane 
wind but not from flood tides, 
the fearful, rapid rising of 
ocean. So the water is what you 
flee. 

The Overseas Highway north 
from Key West and through the 
string of islands was thick with 
islanders heading out of low 
spots. Now, great sections of the 
Overseas Highway are gone — 

the refugees, some of them, 
cannot get back home. And some 
will have little to go back to. 


We were lucky, this time, in 
the Miami area. Property dam- 
age was great; human damage 
small. Unlike the tornado, the 
hurricane gives long warning. 


There are three stages. The 
alert. Donna is down there to 
the southeast, making up her 
mind. The watch. She is head- 
ing this way; take all prelim- 
inary precautions. 

The warning. The hurricane 
flags go up. You are going to 
get it. The stores are jammed. 
Flashlight batteries are at a pre- 
mium, kerosene is hard to find. 
Canned food is laid in—the power 
always goes. Utensils and the 
bathtub are filled with water. 
The water usually goes. 

A hurricane is stark proof of 
man’s insignificance alone; his 
dependence on all other men. 
Suddenly, you are alone and 
your survival is up to you. 


Most of the folks on my island 
had never been in a hurricane, 
did not know what to expect, 
raced off a day or two too early. 
I grew up down here and have 
been in hurricanes before and 
didn’t leave until I had to. 


The afternoon of the night 
before the wind is eerie. The 
usually pleasant beach surges 
and sulks. The friendly neigh- 
borhood homes stare at you 
with boarded-up, blank win- 
dows for eyes. The sky glow- 
ers, rain comes and goes in 
sudden peltings like handsful 
of flung shot. 


Always, at one stage before a 
hurricane, a strange gaiety, al- 
most a carnival atmosphere, pre- 
vails. It probably has something 
to do with adrenalin. But talk 
is light and chattery; strangers 
speak, buy each other drinks—

tional energy and excitement. 


At a certain point, this 


changes. Suddenly. I was rather 


casually securing my windows 
the afternoon we were packed to 
leave. No hurry. The wind 
whipped the trees but is wasn’t 
bad . . . suddenly a startingly 
violent gust stripped the young 
coconuts from the tall trees in 
my yard, and a new mood was 
here. 

Logically, you know the hurri- 
cane is hours away; that this 
is merely the forerunner of the 
gales preceding the big wind.

| Dear Dr. Molner: 
| I AM 38, medium build, 5 feet 3, weight 130. My trouble 
fs a big stomach, after the birth of four children, the youngest 
| being 13 months old. I am not using this as an excuse, as 
| I know other women with more children who have nice fig- 
ures. I have tried various exercises but they have not worked, 
| mainly because I think I wanted miracles to happen in two or 
| three weeks. Now I have come to the conclusion that this is 
| impossible. 

“I try to be careful about my diet. I have to be—I put on 
| weight very easily, and it all seems to settle in one place, my 
| stomach. This has become almost an obsession. Next year I 
| expect to visit my family in England, whom I have not seen 
| for 14 years. I would like to go without a bulge.

At 130 pounds you are overweight for your height. When 
one becomes overweight, the extra poundage tends to gather 
in a certain few places instead of being distributed evenly, 


Why? Because there are different types of tis- 
sues—and excess weight is primarily fat, and not 
varied types of tissue. If you put on weight, the extra 
does not go into bone or muscle—or any of a number

Anyway, to get back to your case, Mrs. H.M., gradually 
get rid of some of those extra pounds by sane, sensible, pain- 
less but persistent diet. 

Then—exercise. I know it sounds silly to tell a mother of 
four youngsters to ‘get more exercise.” What I mean are 
bending and stretching exercises, and leg-lifting and twisting 
exercises, all of them to tone up the muscles of the abdomen. 


In addition, watch your posture. It can do a lot 
to make a tummy look better. And a good girdle may 
be the last resort for your trip home.
